No. 2—The Sires: Echo Sylvia King Mode! First, Matador 


Segis Walker Second 
T« imposing total of 339 honor list points for daugh- 


ters of Echo Sylvia King Model gives that sire a 

victory over his nearest competitor, Matador Segis 
Walker, by a margin of 68 points. The score of 339 points 
is the highest attained by any sire during the past few 
years, or since the World point system of scoring, details 
of which will be found on page seven of the July 
26 issue, was instituted, being ten points higher than Sir 
Veeman Korndyke Pontiac’s score in 1923-24, which is the 
second highest score of the past four years. Echo Sylvia 
King Model, with his sire, Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, 
make up the leading group of sire and son with 522 points 
and these two with a son of Echo Sylvia King Model make 
up the leading three-generation group of the year. 


Echo Sylvia King Model 266177 was bred by A. C. 
Hardy, Brockville, Ontario, being a son of Champion Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac from Belle Model Pietje, a 36-lb. four- 
year-old with three records averaging over 35 lIbs., she 
a@ daughter of the famous twice 37-lb. cow, Belle Model 
Johanna 2d. He was consigned by Mr. Hardy to the 
Moyer National Sale at Philadelphia in 1919, where he 
was purchased by the Traverse City State Hospital for 
$8,000, his twin brother, Echo Sylvia King, going to a 
Texas syndicate in the same sale at the same price. The 
latter has also proven to be an outstanding sire of show 
tring winners as well as having some good producing 
daughters. 

Echo Sylvia King Model has spent his life of seven 
years in service at Traverse City, also seeing some serv- 
ice at Battle Creek Sanatarium and several of his sons 
head Michigan State institution herds. 

Table 1 shows the leading group of sire and one son. 
In cases where a sire has more than one son on the 
Honor List only his highest scoring son is listed. As 
mentioned before, honors go to Champion Echo Sylvia 
Pontiac and Echo Sylvia King Model with a total of 522 
Points, nine other sons of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac 
also appearing on the list. In second place on Table 1 is 
Matador Segis Walker and his son, Shadford Segis Har- 
tog, with a total of 373 points, four other sons of Matador 
Segis Walker also appearing. Seven other groups of sire 
and son score a total of over 175 points. 

Table 2 shows the leading groups of sire and all of 
his sons which appear on the list, and again Champion 
Echo Sylvia Pontiac leads by a large margin, with a total 
of 732 points for himself and his ten sons. Matador Segis 
Walker, who won second individual honors with 281 points, 
also wins second for sire and sons, he and his five sons 
scoring a total of 439 points. Table 3 shows the leading 
three-generation groups of sires on this year’s honor list, 
and again we find Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac heading 


the leading group with Matador Segis Walker group in 
second place. Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King heads 
the third highest three-generation group and six other 
three-generation groups totaling above 150 points are 
headed by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. 


Table 4 shows the leading groups of maternal brothers 
and here we find Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d winning 
the honor, her four sons, “37th”, Creator, King of the 
Ormsbys and Winterthur Bess Burke Best winning a total 
of 381 points. The Matador brothers stand second with 
351 points and three sons of May Echo Sylvia third with 
349 points. Another pair of full brothers, Dutchland Co- 
lantha Sir Inka and King of the Johanna Lads, are in 
fourth place with 297 points. 

Some interesting figures appear in Table 5, which 
shows the leading sires for the past four years, or since 
the point system was instituted. Here again Champion 
Echo Sylvia Pontiac scores an impressive victory, being 
over 200 points ahead of the next highest, who, by the 
way, is his own son, Echo Sylvia King Model. “Champ” 
himself has never headed the list any one year, although 
for the year 1922-23 he was tied for second place and the 
following year ranked second. He has never dropped be- 
low 150 points any year during the past four and we find 
that no other sire has scored as high as 100 points for 
each year, although Avon Pontiac Echo, his maternal 
brother, just missed doing this by dropping to 96 points 
the past year. Table 5 shows the seventeen sires that 
have scored as high as 300 points in the past four years. 

Table 6 is a complete list of the sires whose daugh- 
ters won points on the 1925-26 Honor List. The table 
shows the number of times the daughters of each sire 
appeared, the number of points won for fat, the number 
for milk and the total number of points. It is interesting 
to note that the leader, Echo Sylvia King Model, stands 
second for fat, being 32 points behind King Tweede Spring 
Farm, but stands first for milk by a tremendous margin, 
being 50 points ahead of his sire, Champion Echo Sylvia 
Pontiac. Daughters of Echo Sylvia King Model appeared 
on the Honor List also as many times as any other two 
sires on the list, he having fifteen different daughters 
which appeared 42 times. Practically all of his winnings 
with the exception of a very few points were in the short- 
time division, either seven or thirty days. 

In all of these tables no account is taken of any records 
in which the average test is above 5% or under 3%, such 
records not winning any points and not being counted 
in the number of times appearing.

Getting Ready for the Show Season 


Editor's Note:—From one end of the 
country to the other, Holstein breeders 
are now making their plans for the fall 
show season. Indications are that it 
will be the best Holstein show season 
we have ever had, both in numbers and 
quality. Perhaps it will be a record 
preaker also for the number of new 
preeders breaking into the show game 
this year for the first time. On this ac- 
count, it is timely right now to present 
information on methods of getting ready 
for the show season that have proven 
successful in the experience of the 
breeders who have been making show 
ring history this past year. We have, 
accordingly, requested a number of the 
breeders and show men who have been 
signally successful with their show herds 
in the past, to tell us for the benefit of 
World readers something of the methods 
they have employed that have con- 
tributed to their success. Some of the 
replies to our requests are presented 
herewith. Others will follow: 

The first of these letters is from Fred 
E. Klussendorf, for many years manager 


of Aitken Brothers Stock Farm _ at 
Waukesha, Wis. From this herd, Mr. 
Klussendorf brought out the_ grand 


champion female of the National Dairy 
Show in 1920 and again in 1921, other 
winnings at the National including first 
prize get of sire each of these two years. 
He is one of the best known show men 
in the game and the advice he offers is 
based entirely upom practical experience. 


an animal show at its best is to 

be in a healthy condition. If 
an animal is not in a healthy condi- 
tion, fitting for the show must start 
several months in advance. If an 
animal is in a healthy condition and 
carrying enough flesh to look well a 
much shorter time is all that is re- 
quired. A ration that we have found 
very satisfactory in fitting consists of 
equal parts of bran, oil meal, ground 
oats and corn meal or hominy. This 
is also a good ration while on the 
show circuit. With this should be fed 
some beet pulp or beets. Beets are 
best but cannot always be had. 

For roughage good clover hay has 
generally been found better than al- 
falfa, especially in the younger ani- 
mals. . 


Feed them so that they are in good 
flesh by show time, but don’t get 
them over-fat. This ration puts the 
hide in good condition, thus doing 
away with a lot of this outside “hide 
improver.” When the animal is in 
good flesh and healthy, the hide will 
be alright. An oily cloth with a little 
elbow grease will help to smooth the 
hair and if the animal has been prop- 
erly brushed daily, you will need very 
little of that. One thing to be care- 
ful about when thinking of the condi- 
tion of the hide—don’t use much fly 
spray. I have not found any as yet 
that would not blister the hide under 
certain conditions. Blanketing will 
help to smooth the hair and bring out 
the oily secretion in the hide. Be 
careful in very hot weather about too 
heavy blanketing and too heavy feed- 
Ing on grain ration. It may be advis- 
able at times to take away some of 
the corn meal. 

When getting a fill on the animal 
one should start a day before show- 
ing to get them filled so they will 
stay filled until you get through show- 
ing. Never fill your animal too full 
as this will make them uncomfortable 
and dull. A water fill just before 
showing puts the animal in an unnat- 
ural condition which will detract from

their appearance. Also, a water fill 
soon disappears as will some of the 
fills caused by unnatural conditions. 

While on the road from one fair 
to another, don’t feed too heavy, 
especially during hot weather. Here 
is where beets or beet pulp do their 
best work in keeping the animal 
cool and bowels in good condition. 
Remember that after a long or very 
hot trip, it is best to give the ani- 
mals a complete rest after you have 
unloaded and given them a good feed 
in the barns that has well bedded 
stalls. 

Remember that the animals look 
best when in a natural, healthy con- 
dition. Brushing, some clipping, feet 
trimming, washing and such things 
must be done, but keep as close to 
nature as you can and your Cattle 
will go through the show in good 
condition. 

One of the successful show men 
to whom we wrote for a contribution 
for this series was F. P. Knowles, of 
Highlawn Farm, Auburn, Mass. Mr. 
Knowles is one of the veterans in 
the show ring game and few breed- 
ers have ever made as consistent a 


record in the show ring for over a 
period of fifteen or twenty years as 
has the Highlawn Farm Holsteins. 
With characteristic modesty, Mr. 
Knowles declined our invitation to 
write a detailed article on the sub- 
ject, but his comment, as expressed 
in a recent letter, is of interest. “The 
most important thing in my mind is 
the selection of proper animals to 
breed. If you have the kind of type 
with good udders, good top lines, 
well rounded barrels, the balance of 
the equipment is easy, being simply 
hard work and attention to details. 
To have your animals well mannered 
in the ring can be done with a lit- 
tle work at breaking to halter and 
to stand before the show time.” 

A. J. King, who wrote the following 
comment, has been one of the heaviest 
show ring winners in the Corn Belt 


and Southwestern circuits these past 
several years.

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Feeding Springfield Holsteins 


By FORREST G. FARR, Herd Superintendent 


Editor’s Note:—The Springfield State Hospital herd of 
purebred Holsteins at Sykesville, Maryland in four short 
years has come to occupy a leading place among the public 
institution herds of this country. No extravagant prices 
were paid in the selection of foundation animals for this herd, 
but that they are a useful lot of animals has been proven 
by the production hung up. Each month this herd for the 
past several years has placed a far greater number of animals 
on the honor roll for production in Maryland than any other 
herd of any breed in the state and frequently it has had 
nearly as many individuals on this list as the entire list of 
breeders in some of the other breeds that are considered to be 
strong in this state. 


They do not believe in I O U or cregy 
business. . 
The feed truck runs on an overhead carrier betwee, 
the cows which face in, thereby making it convenient to 
feed each cow as the five milkers progress from cow to 
cow. In one end of the feed truck is a 55-gallon wooden 
syrup barrel which has been sawed off about twothira;

Quite as im- 
portant, perhaps, is the 
fact that the _ entire 
milking herd _ usually 
running between forty 
and fifty head, show an 
average of around 50 
Ibs. milk per day per 
cow throughout most 
of the year. That the 
herd is good individ- 
ually as well as from a 
producing standpoint is 
shown by the fact that 
in the strong competi- 
tion at the Maryland 
State Fair for the last 
two years, this herd has 
won the Dennis silver 
trophy for winning the 
most prize money in 
the regular classifica- 
tions. 1 

While this institution has been fortunate in having a 
Board of Managers thoroughly sold on the purebred Holstein 
proposition, credit for the actual selection of the animals and 
for the care of the herd must be given to Forrest G. Farr, 
who has been the herd superintendent since the establish- 
ment of this herd on a purebred basis. So outstanding has 
been its success along all these lines that we have asked Mr. 
Farr to write for World readers the details of the methods 
they have followed in the care, feeding and management, 
which has made possible their splendid achievements along 
the important lines of high herd production, semi-official test 
work and in the show ring. We can assure our readers that 
the following article is not only a practical discussion of the 
subject, but is readable as well. 


T is quite a problem to make an even flow of milk 
I each month of the twelve, of from 250 to 350 gallons 

of milk daily, run thirty cows on year work and ex- 
hibit at four fairs in September and October. 

The cows that one is anxious to do well with on 
year work should freshen in the winter, in order to 
start their record with several winter months, without 
the annoyance of flies and hot weather. The cows for 
exhibition purposes should be springing or fresh about 
the first of September. This eliminates your best pro- 
ducers for July and August milk, when pasture is short, 
flies are bad, and the demands for your product necessi- 
tates the herd supplying somewhere near your Janu- 
ary and February production. We are pleased to say 
that we do not have a three-quarter or damaged uddered 
cow, and have not had a case of garget or mammitis 
develop in the past two years, and we lay this not so 
much to careful feeding as we do to the practice of 
three-time-a-day milking for the entire herd. 

We feed the sweet corn ensilage which is the refuse 
of the stalks, cobs and husks from our own canning fac- 
tory. With this kind of ensilage a little more grain is 
fed than when using ensilage made from good heavy 
field corn with the ears included. The ensilage is fed 
here after milking. Hot wet beet pulp is fed the year 
around. This is soaked 24 hours ahead of feeding with 
either live steam or boiling water, and is still hot when 
fed, as we are positive that the cows relish warm moist 
feed better than dry, cold feed, both winter and sum- 
mer. 

Each cow is fed just as the man sits down to milk 
her and it has been proven here they give from 15 per cent 
to 30 per cent more milk than when fed before or after 
milking. 

We have never lied to the Springfield Holsteins, but 
it has been proven many times to our entire satisfaction 
that we must give them their feed as they are giving

protein commercial 
dairy feed which ¢op. 
tains nO roughage, 
screenings, weed 
seeds, oat hulls o 
low grade material of 
any kind. Next to 
this is dumped a hyp. 
dred pounds of a 124, 
protein feed, some 
times called growing, 
fitting or conditiop. 
ing ration. It is com. 
posed of crushed, 
crimpled or rolled 
whole oats, hominy or 
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tein linseed oil meal 
and pure wheat bran. Next to this is 100 pounds of finely 
ground home raised yellow corn meal. In addition to 
the three feeds in bulk in the feed car, are three ten. 
quart wooden buckets containing 43% protein cotton 
sted meal, 34% linseed oil meal and alfalfa molasses 
horse feed. 

The average cow in the herd gets approximately half 
carbohydrate and half protein feed to the equivalent of 
about an 18% mixture. The cow that has had a good 
rest and just fresh will get about two-thirds protein and 
one-third carbohydrate mixture for a 20% ration. Ab- 
other cow that has been milking heavily for six months 
and has gotten down kind of thin in general flesh will 
receive two-thirds carbohydrate and one-third protein 
feed for a resulting 18% ration. 

It has always been a mystery to me, although it is 
often done, how any one could figure a ration for a man’s 
cows at some distant point which would be just the 
right thing for the entire milking herd which is made up 
of animals of different ages, varying stages of lactation, 
and some giving four times as much as others, without 
seeing the cows themselves, or the roughage and en- 
silage that is being fed with the grain ration. 

We find cows producing the same amount of milk 
per day with varying powers of assimilation and effic- 
iency require a corresponding variation in total pounds 
of grain and per cent of protein for the day’s ration. 
Some reader who has never visited the Springfield Hol- 
steins may wonder if we practice here what we preach. 
I can best answer the question by the fact that on May 
25th, the entire milking herd of 44 pure bred Holsteins 
of varying ages and stages of lactation averaged 51.36 


Ibs. of milk per day, at an absolute cost of 14 cents per - 


gallon, including pasture charge and $5.00 a day for the 
use of the barn and no allowance for manure. 

The thought which we wish to convey from the above 
mentioned methods and practice would lead one to be 
lieve that for best results each cow must be fed as 4 
separate unit, with observation, interest and _ intelli 
gence, in order to comply with her requirements for 
steady high production, good health and regular repre 
duction. 

The cattle which have been selected for exhibitiol 
are fed varying amounts according to age, of the 12% 
carbohydrate mixture and some of the molasses horse 
feed and yellow corn meal—they are kept in dark cool 
stables during the day and turned into the paddocks at 
night. The last three weeks before exhibition, they af

The Cost of Testing 


INCE 1921, there has been almost continuous decline 
Sy year by year in the number of cows on official and 

semi-official test and also the number of breeders 
carrying on test work. The evident reason for this con- 
tinued decline has been that the costs of this work seemed 
to be out of proportion to the immediate benefits accru- 
ing from it. In other words, with the market demand in 
the condition that it was, many breeders who had prev- 
iously been doing test work were unwilling or unable to 
continue. 

An analyses of the sales, however, through all of these 
years of depression have consistently shown that animals 
with records and daughters of animals with records sold 
materially higher than those without records and record 
backing, and, at least as an average proposition, it has 
appeared that the prices were enough higher for the tested 
animals to make testing a profitable activity for the 
breeder. With returning prosperity for the industry, we 
would look to see increased interest in the matter of Ad- 
vanced Registry work and we shall be surprised if the 
work of the Advanced Registry office does not show an 
increase during the year. 

Doubtless this movement would be helped along and 
it is a movement in the interest of breed advancement, 
if the cost of supervision could be reduced. Of course 
there always lies the danger when we reduce the cost of 
supervision of reducing also the reliability of the record 
and hence its value, as the value of the record is founded 
primarily upon public confidence. 

The American Dairy Science Association has done con- 
siderable research as to the relative reliability of a one- 
day and a two-day test. Each month with a preliminary 
dry milking in each case. Their conclusion is that the one- 
day per month supervision under such conditions is sub- 
stantially as accurate as the two-day supervision. Several 
of the breed associations also have started similar in- 
vestigations with regard to their records and with similar 
results. . 

The matter was discussed at length in the caucus of 
the New York delegation at Des Moines and that body 
of twenty-five representative breeders upon the advise of 
Prof. Wing, who led the discussion, @ecided to give their 
approval to the idea of one-day per month supervision as 
a standard rule in the making of all of our semi-official 
records. The subject did not come up for vote before the 
convention as the particular resolution in which it was 
raised was referred to the Board of Directors for at- 
tention, the Board being charged with the responsibility of 
making the rules for the conduct of the Advanced Regis- 
try. The attitude of the New York delegation, however, 
was significant and was based upon Prof. Wing’s state- 
ment that under the plan of paying for supervision in New 
York State, this would practically cut in two the cost of 
getting supervision for semi-official records and that the 
result would be substantially as accurate as with the 
present two-day supervision. 
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The American Guernsey Cattle Club, which hag taken 
a leading part in making investigations along this line 
and which has had an optional one-day test for some 
time past, voted at its annual meeting in May, to Confin 
all of its records to one-day supervision commencing with 
July 1, 1926. The American Jersey Cattle Club, meeting 
the same day as our Association, decided to make the 
one-day test optional with breeders who desired to use it 

We believe that our Association might well follow with 
this or some similar plan. We believe it is Senerally 
agreed that an increased amount of Advanced Registry 
work would be an important factor in sound breed prog. 
ress and we believe that such increased testing would phe 
helped along by decreasing the cost of making the ree. 
ord, particularly under a plan that has proven its relia- 
bility and which will apparently result in records just as 
freely accepted by the public as are the present produc- 
tion records. 

We believe our Board of Directors would do well at its 
next meeting to amend the Advnced Registry rules in re. 
gard to the conduct of semi-official records to provide for 
at least a try-out of the one-day supervision with a pre. 
liminary dry milking in place of the present two-day gy. 
pervision. If the Board did not see fit to adopt this com. 
pletely for all of the long-time records, we could make 
a start to try it out in the restricted milking clagses, 
which presumably would be the classes most responsive 
to a proposition reducing the cost of supervision g9 
materially. 

We do not fancy the idea of making it optional with 
the breeder whether he has the one-day or the two-day 
supervision. Few breeders will feel like taking the one- 
day supervision under such conditions for fear that their 
records would be discriminated against accordingly by 
the buying public. While we have never discussed the 
matter with the Guernsey people, who have been operat- 
ing under such a system for some time, we do know that 
only a small proportion of their records were made under 
the one-day supervision plan. 

The Board probably will not meet again until its 
regular fall session at the time of the National Dairy 
Show. We hope the matter will be brought up in shape 
for definite action by the Board at that time. 


Getting Ready for the Show Season 


This month the North Dakota Fairs and the exhibi- 
tions of the western prairie provinces of Canada lead out 
the fall show season, which starts in earnest during the 
last half of August. From present indications, we shall 
see most of the old and many new faces on this year’s 
circuits. The result of such showings as are in prospect 
can only be favorable in fostering pride, interest and en- 
thusiasm in the Holstein business and such a series of 
shows east and west will be an important factor in con- 
tinued improvement in Holstein conditions. 

With keener competition, the fine points of condition 
and fit will play a more important part than usual and 
commencing with this issue we, accordingly, plan to fea- 
ture articles by our successful show men as to the things 
that are necessary in getting ready for the show season. 
We are making a start on these articles in this issue 


and hope to have several more for publication in our next ' 


number. We believe these articles will be helpful in their 
practical ideas, not only to the beginners in the show 
game, but also to those who have gained experience of 
their own in previous campaigns. 


Fair Circuits for 1925 


HANGES in dates of a number of important fairs 
C this season with the resulting concentration in the 
week just preceding Labor Day have rather com- 
plicated matters for exhibitors in making out their fall 
schedule. In order to facilitate matters for the pros 
pective exhibitors, we have prepared a list of the lead- 
ing shows and exhibitions of the country, giving their 
dates arranged in order, the name of the secretary oF 
manager, the amount of prize money offered and the 
closing date for entries. Later on, we will rearrange 
this calendar to give the same of the Holstein judge and 
and the date of the Holstein judging in each case for 
the convenience of those who will be attending these 
shows. 
The Canadian Prairie Province exhibitions are 4al- 
ready starting and the North Dakota State Fairs comé 
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ext week and the week after. These shows, however, 


ro not fit particularly well into the circuit for any 


preeders except those within reasonable shipping dis- 
tance of Fargo and Grand Forks, North Dakota. The 
pig-line circuit, which will bring out a number of the 
jmportant herds to be seen at the bigger fairs later on, 


will really start with Missouri the week of August 14- 
91, A number of important and desirable circuits could 
start with the Missouri show. Breeders who wish to 
display their animals over a wide territory east and 
west could follow the Missouri show with the Illinois 
State Fair, following with the Ohio State Fair the fol- 
lowing week, then Michigan, the Sesqui-Centennial show 
at Philadelphia, the Eastern State Exposition, Trenton 
Tri-State Fair and the National. Really ambitious ex- 
hibitors then could complete the season with the Pacific 
International and American Royal shows. 

An all east circuit with good prize money all the way 
around would be to start with New York August 30 to 
September 4, following each week without a break at 
Maryland, the Sesqui-Centennial show, Eastern States 
Exposition, New England Fair at Wooster and the Brock- 
ton Fair and Dairy Show. Herds wishing to make a 
reputation in the southwest could do nicely by starting 
at Missouri and going from there to Iowa, Nebraska, the 
two Kansas Fairs, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Texas, the Kan- 
sas National and the American Royal, filling in the space 
very compactly until November 20. 

Another well paying circuit in a good territory would 
start at Missouri and Illinois State Fairs, then striking 
the Central States Exposition at Aurora, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky State Fairs, the Memphis Tri-State, Oklahoma, 
Texas, the Kansas National and the American Royal. 
Many of the strongest herds that will be specializing 
in the southwest circuit will undoubtedly break away 
from this circuit following the Kansas State Fair at 
Hutchinson, taking the Dairy Cattle Congress at Water- 
loo September 27 to October 2, followed by the National 
at Detroit. Another good circuit would be the Missouri 
and Illinois start, followed by Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
South Dakota, Kansas State Fair, and the Cattle Con- 
gress. Many breeders will plan on small circuits made 
up of their own state fair and one or two others in ad- 
joining states. Thus many breeders, particularly in 
Minnesota, figure on starting at Des Moines, going back 
to their own fair at Minnesota, then laying up a couple 
of weeks until the Cattle Congress at Waterloo. There 
are many possible combinations in the early part of the 
circuit from the fact that following the Missouri and 
Illinois State Fairs, which seem to be very favorably 
located, we have in the week around and over the first 
week in September, the following outstanding shows: 
Iowa, Ohio, Wisconsin and New York State Fairs, the 
Central States Exposition and the Canadian National. 
The next week Minnesota, Michigan, Indiana, Maryland 
and others of lesser note. The Sesqui-Centennial Ex- 
position at Philadelphia appears to be the only really 
important fair in the East coming the week of Septem- 
ber 12 to 19. The eastern circuit is pretty well simpli- 
fied from then on with the Eastern States Exposition 
coming the week following, Trenton and Worcester the 
week after that, with Brockton as a New England at- 
traction for those herds who do not want to go back to 
Detroit for the National. Exhibitors should not overlook 
the sutheastern section of the country, which presents 
an attractive circuit covering the latter part of the sea- 
son. A number of herds are planning a combination of 
Canadian and American fairs, which can be easily done 
from the fact that the important Canadian fairs of the 
summer are out of the way early in September. 


Truth-in-Milk 
HE HOLSTEIN PEOPLE, who met in annual con- 
T vention a short time ago, want to apply the “Truth- 
in-Meat” principle to the marketing of milk. 

All over the country there are in effect laws that re- 
quire a minimum butterfat content in milk sold at retail. 
In a great many cases these laws are at variance with 
the interests of the Holstein breed, since, of course, very 
often the minimum specified is higher than the average 
Holstein test. 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of America now 
Propeses to have all of these laws repealed, and instead 
secure the adoption of laws establishing standards and 
making it compulsory to stamp on the bottle cap or con- 
tainer the minimum fat content of the milk. 
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This is one case wherein the principle of standard- 
ization is not used primarily to protect the best grades, 
but it’s fair enough at that. We have always taken the 
position that the rights of the consumer should be the 
first consideration, and that all regulations governing 
marketing should be based on that principle. If the con- 
sumer’s purse limitations, or the condition of his diges- 
tive apparatus, or his special household needs, call for 
three per cent milk, he ought to be able to get it. On 
the other hand, if he wants four or five per cent milk, 
it should be made easy for him to secure it. The fact 
is that the present method of setting a minimum and 
letting it go at that makes it practically certain that the 
average consumer will get the minimum and no more. 

This proposal is made, perhaps, in the interest of 
the Holstein-Friesian breed, but we believe that it holds 
enough potential good for all of the breeds, and for the 
dairy industry as a whole, to warrant the cooperation 
of the Jersey, Guernsey and Ayrshire Associations. Cer- 
tainly none of them have anything to lose, in the long 
run, from having the truth told about the butterfat con- 
tent of the milk they sell. The application of the prin- 
cipie of standardization will help the producer in this 
instance by eliminating some of the juggling of grades 
that now goes on as it passes through other hands -on 
the way to the consumer. 

Standardization is one of the producer’s best friends. 
The other breeds can show their business sagacity, as 
well as their broad-mindedness, by making it unanimous. 
—Western Breeders Journal. 


The High Cost of Carelessness 


OSCOE D. BUTMAN, Franksville, Wisconsin, tes- 
R ter in the Racine Central Wisconsin C. T. A., sub- 

mits some interesting figures to show the high 
cost of carelessness in the matter of registering good 
animals. In the herd of the Southern Wisconsin Colony 
and Training School at Union Grove, Wisconsin, are @ 
number of cows of purebred Holstein breeding but 
which through carelessness were allowed to get mixed 
up and one crop of calves could not be registered through 
lack of identification. The high cow in the association 
with a production of 584 Ibs. fat, 14,568 Ibs. milk, was 
one of these unregistered purebreds, and the second 
highest cow in the association with 574.2 lbs. fat, 16,143 
lbs. milk, was another. There are still in this herd five 
of the original crop of unregistered animals, their rec- 
ords ranging from 399 lbs. to 584 Ibs. fat and their ages 
are now from nine to eleven years. Mr. Butman figures 
that the man whose carelessness prevented these cows 
from being registered would be unable to earn enough 
money in a life time to repair the damage done. Follow- 
ing is his interesting computation. In addition to the 
five original cows, there are now in this herd ten of 
their descendents, all from high class sires. He figures 
that if they could be registered their value would be 
$200 a head greater than it now is or $2,000. From these 
ten cows he figures in a lifetime thirty female offspring 
in the first generation, ninety in the second and 270 in 
the third generation. He computes the decreased value 
of grades of this quality under purebreds at $100 per 
head, making a total loss on these ten cows and their 
descendents in a life time of $41,000. The actual loss 
from this one piece of carelessness, according to Mr. 
Butman’s figures, would undoubtedly be more than this 
because there were fifty cows in the original herd »whose 
records were not kept straight, and on the same basis 
the loss from these fifty head would amount to over 
$200,000. That figure, of course, would probably be a 
high estimate from the fact that it takes a desirable 
purebred to command a price $100 higher than a grade 
of similar quality would sell for and net all of the des- 
cendants from such a large number of cows would 
measure up to this standard. However, the computation 
is interesting in demonstrating the high cost of care- 
lessness.

He is an example of a highly bred bull 
purchased at a substantial price when young that has 
come through with the very satisfactory showing as 2 
sire. Eche Sylvia King Model is a son of Champion Echo 
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Sylvia Pontiac, son of May Echo Sylvia, and his dam, 
Belle Model Pietje, a 36-lb. daughter of a 37-lb. cow, was 
from one of the most famous families developed by 
Senator Hardy at Avondale Farm. This bull, a twin, was 
sold in the Moyer National Sale at Philadelphia in 1919 
for $8,000, the purchasers being the Traverse City State 
Hospital at Traverse City, Michigan. That he is making 
good as a sire is shown from the fact that he not only 
leads the sires for the past year but his daughters won 
more points in this year’s list than has been credited to 
any sire since the honor list computations were started 
four years ago. It is interesting to note that fifteen differ- 
ent daughters of Echo Sylvia King Model won places in 
the honor list the past year, appearing forty-two times 
or aS many as any two other,sires in the list of honor.

MINNESOTA HOLSTEIN BREEDERS’ ANNUAL 
SUMMER CONVENTION

The Annual Summer Convention of the Minnesota 
Holstein Breeders’ Association held at Park Rapids on 
June 18-19th was very well attended, in spite of the fact 
that it rained continually preceding the time of the meet- 
ing as well as during the convention. 

The convention started on Friday with a six o’clock 
plate dinner, at which there were 350 Holstein breeders 
and their friends; this dinner being followed by a program 
in the auditorium and the following speakers giving short 
talks: Dr. F. W. Hines, President of the Park Rapids Com- 
mercial Club; C. W. Wilkins, Mayor of Park Rapids; John 
B. Irwin, President of the State Holstein Association; 
Fred Idtse, County Agent; Ben Glantz, President of the 
Itasca Park Region Holstein Association; F. T. Price of 
the Holstein-Friesian World; J. P. Eves of the Dairy 
Farmer and W..S. Moscrip of Lake Elmo. Mr. Moscrip 
gave an illustrated lantern slide lecture on Holland Hol- 
steins,,and illustrated in a very precise manner the re- 
lationship between our true type Holstein and the pro- 
duction as well as the similarity between American and 
Holland type of Holstein cattle. 

On Saturday, the big day of the convention, the pro- 
gram was started at 10:30 a. m. with a Judging Contest 
at the Fair Grounds; more than 40 contestants entering 
and competition was very keen on the class of four cows, 
four heifers and four bulls that were judged. Winners in 
this class were: Mrs. D. G. Twentyman, Rochester, Ist; 
L. S. Lucas, Eden Prairie, 2d; P. J. Nelson, Clarissa, 3d; 
Bernice Cusey, Detroit, 4th. Other winners for which 
prizes were given were: A. W. Kiksi, Menahga, 5th; Joe 
Robinson, Osage, 6th; G. H. Johnson, Dorset, 7th; Wil- 
fred Norman, Hubbard, 8th; Vern L. Weekly, Park Rapids, 
9th; J. B. Conley, Verndale, 10th; Boyd Conley, Verndale, 
11th and Roy Melick, Park Rapids, 12th. 

In the afternoon at 1:30 a very nice Holstein parade 
was held, in which approximately 30 of Hubbard County’s 
best Holsteins were shown. Several floats were also 
gotten up by local organizations, and following the parade 
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the meeting adjourned to the auditorium, at which tim,

In the evening at 7:30 a local entertainment program 
was held in the auditorium, which was followed by an 
address by Dean W. C. Coffey, Dean of the College of 
Agriculture, University of Minnesota. Dean Coffey Bave a 
very comprehensive talk on agricultural conditions and 
the relation that the livestock industry bears to agricy.

OXFORD COUNTY, ONT., BREEDERS’ PICNIC 


About three hundred Holstein enthusiasts attended the 
annual picnic of the Oxford Holstein Breeders’ Club at 
Woodstock, Ont. A larger crowd had been expected byt 
threatening weather in the morning kept the number 
down. Fred W. Lee, of Springford, president of the 
Club and a director of the National Association, presided 
at the speaking program, which followed the picnic lunch. 
eon. The speakers included W. B. Roadhouse, Deputy. 
Minister of Agriculture for Ontario; C. T. Houck, presi. 
dent of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada; R. 
M. Holtby, field man for the National Association; G, R. 
Green, district agricultural representative, and others. 
Field sports were enjoyed following the speaking program. 

Mr. Roadhouse, in his address, gave figures to show 
the preeminence of this district as a Holstein center, 
stating that one-fifth of the Accredited herds in Ontario 
are to be found in this county. President Houck, in com- 
plimenting the Oxford breeders on their splendid achieve- 
ments in the past, warned them not to rest on their oars 
if they would maintain their leadership, to continue their 
efforts to breed better cattle, develop an even stronger 
cooperative spirit, continue their showing and testing, 
and not to overlook advertising so that the merit of their 
products will be more widely known. 

Mr. Holtby stressed the importance of better herd 
sires. He stated that ten years from now the leading 
Holstein districts of Canada would be the ones using the 
best herd sires during this period. He urged greater se- 
lection in the maintaining of the best breeding animals. 
Byron Jenvey, field agent of the Oxford Club, announced 
that over $11,000 worth of cattle had been sold by him 
for Oxford breeders in the short space since his appoint- 
ment and that greater interest in Oxford County cattle 
was being shown than ever before. 

Mr. Green, district agricultural representative, in his 
remarks, complimented the breeders in their efforts in 
developing their own sales organization for marketing 
their surplus cattle. The breeders of this progressive Hol- 
stein county are planning now an extensive automobile 
tour at the time of the National Dairy Show. For a news-

MORE GOOD RECORDS 


J. T. Perry, herd superintendent at

Heading the list is Middle- 
ton De Kol Walker Hengerveld, a 
junior three-year-old, who made 32.56 
Ibs. butter, 658.6 lbs. milk in 7 days 
with a 30-day record of 121.14 lbs. but- 
ter, 2,608.1 lbs. milk. In her best 7 
days, she produced 698.2 lbs. milk 
and for her high day 102.9 lbs. She 
is a daughter of the 341b. cow, De 
Kol Walker Pohlcrest, one of the 
good foundation cows of this herd. 
Four daughters of the herd sire, 
Scenic Korndyke Echo, also com- 
pleted records as follows: Middleton 
Kekke Ladoga Echo, at 3 years, 2 
months, with 25.77 lbs. butter, 609.5 
Ibs. milk with 89.3 lbs. as her best 
day. She averaged well over 80 lbs. 
a day for 30 days with 2,479.8 Ibs. 
milk, 101.32 lbs. butter to her credit. 
Her full sister, a year younger, Mid- 
dleton Kekke Korndyke Echo, at 2 
years, 1 month, made 21.43 Ibs. but- 
ter, 475.7 lbs. milk in 7 days and a 30- 
day record of 83.92 Ibs. butter, 1,991.2 
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Ibs. milk, going up to 70.6 lbs. her 
best day. This pair of full sisters 
are out of Remleh Kekke Ladoga, the 
famous state record breaking heifer 
developed by Mr. Middleton and 
now owned at Lilliberk Farms. An- 
other fine pair were Middleton Lottie 
Echo, at 2 years, 2 months, with 21.62 
lbs. butter, 463.5 lbs. milk in 7 days, 
86.47 lbs. butter, 1,900.7 lbs. milk in 
30 days and 68 lbs. for her best day. 
and Middleton Winnie Echo, at 2 
years, 1 month, with 20.37 lbs. butter, 
474.7 lbs. milk in 7 days, 81.21 Ibs. 
butter, 1,862 lbs. milk in 30 days and 
69.4 lbs. for her best day. The 
Scenic Korndyke Echo heifers are 
certainly coming through with the 
production. Another interesting rec- 
ord was made on Retta Clyde Echo, 
daughter of a former world’s cham- 
pion for milk production. She made 
at 3 years, 1 months, 24.44 Ibs. but- 
ter, 633.6 lbs. milk in 7 days and in 
30 days 100.11 lbs. butter, 2,618.7 Ibs. 
milk, with 94.3 Ibs. as her best day. 
She made 21 lbs. last year as a two- 
year-old.

The Dairy Department of the Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College of 
Texas has recently installed six 
single unit milking machines, and the 
college herd, of about ninety cows, is 
now being milked by mechanical 
milkers. With the addition of these 
machines two men are doing the 
work formerly done by four milkers, 
and the results are satisfactory in 
total yield of milk. Members of the 
Texas Dairy Department have been 
conservative in adopting mechanical 
milkers, but after due consideration 
of the merits of different makes of 
machines and a thorough trial of 
mechanical milkers, they are _ will- 
ing to take their stand in favor 
of mechanical milkers when the 
machines are handled by competent 
men. 





New Test Barn for Texas 


Excavation is being made for the 
foundation of the new test barn at 
College Station, Texas. This barn is 
to be modern in every way, with fire 
proof walls and cork brick floors. The 
equipment is to be up-to-date and 
each of the twenty-four stalls is to be 
supplied with individual drinking 
fountains. 

The building of this barn is a much 
needed improvement and will make 
it possible for the college herd to do 
far better work on official test. 





Silage for Summer Feed

The Mt. Angel College Herd 


O. M. Plummer, of the Pacific In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition, 
reports his great pleasure in noting 
the improvement in the herd at this 
institution operated by the Benedic- 
tine Fathers at Mt. Angel, Oregon. 
Plummer saw the herd three years 
ago and after looking it over care- 
fully on the occasion of a recent visit 
reports that this herd by careful se- 
lection and intelligent management 
has made an improvement that now 
ranks it as one of the good herds on 
the Coast, and that at the present 
rate of improvement it should before 
many years rank as one of the out- 
standing herds of the Pacific North- 
west. They are selecting for both 
type and production, and at the time 
of his visit were getting an average 
production on the entire herd of about 
six gallons a day with a good butter- 
fat test, running around 3.6 per cent. 
Father Joseph is in charge of all agri- 
cultural and live stock development 
at the college, but he gives credit for 
the herd improvement to Lawrence 
Thomas, who came to this institution 
following his graduation from Oregon 
Agricultural College and has been in 
charge of dairy development at Mt. 
Angel for the past two years. They 
are using a son of the famous 1,000- 
lb. fat producer, Model Segis Prilly 
Gelsche, one of the greatest show 
cows among the Dairy Queens, and 
the daughters of this bull are being 
mated with a proven sire of Holly- 
wood breeding. The following quota- 
tion from Mr. Plummer’s letter is of 
especial interest: 

“Lawrence Thomas has a scheme 
all of his own of keeping tab on the 
various animals in the pedigrees a 
long ways back. He has a picture 
album of the calves, their dams, great 
dams and great, great dams, probably 
four or five generations back, so that 
he may know just what improvement 
is being made over the original stock 
from time to time, and furthermore 
when anybody comes to secure a bull

calf out of the Mt. Ange] herd, if they 
can’t see the dam, grandam, they at 
least can see a good picture giving 
type; it goes without saying that he 
is holding tight onto all the heifer 
calves produced*on the farm.” 

The Mt. Angel College farm is 
beautifully located and contains about 
1,400 acres near the college with 4,000 
acres of outside pasture for their beef 
cattle. A fine herd of Angus is being 
developed along somewhat the same 
lines they are pursuing with their 
Holsteins. In addition to his activities 
with the herd, Lawrence Thomas 
finds time to take charge of one of 
the biggest Calf Clubs in Oregon, a 
enthusiastic organization of 
forty members. They are planning a 
very special display at Oregon State 
Fair and probably the Pacific Inter- 
national.

In addition, the New York State 
Fair offers excellent prizes in the 
Special County Exhibits. The Hol- 


stein-Friesian Association of America 
has added to the State Fair money in 
the County Exhibits, $250.

these two offers together the prizes 
in the Holstein class in County Ex- 
hibits will be as follows: first, $205; 
second, $185; third, $175; fourth, 
$155; fifth, $135; sixth, $135; seventh, 
$130; eighth, $130. 

In addition, the State Fair offers 
$100 toward its expenses to any 
county organization which will make 
a credible showing of Holstein cattle. 
A County Exhibit show consists of 
the following animals: one bull two 
years old or over, one yearling bull, 
one bull calf, three cows over three 
years, one heifer two years old and 
under three, one senior yearling 
heifer, one junior yearling heifer, one 
senior heifer calf. 

Not more than four animals from 
any one individual or firm may be 
entered in a County Herd, and all 
animals must be entered in the regu- 
lar classes of the show as well as in 


the County Herd Class. Awards will 
be paid to the county organizations in 
whose names the herd entries are 
made. 

A county organization must make 
up each county herd from herds not 
used as a part of any other county 
herd within the same breed. 

As Superintendent of Cattle, I am 
very anxious that we have a full 
showing of Holsteins at the New 
York State Fair this year. These high 
premiums for County Exhibits should 
stimulate New York State breeders 
because the New York State Fair 
insures the County Exhibit to the ex- 
tent of at least $10 on every animal 
shown and there is no restriction as 
to how this money may be divided up 
by the county breeders organization 
or any other organization making the 
exhibit. For the first eight herds at 
least $13 per animal is insured, and

Westchester County Home Pointing the Way 


ESTCHESTER COUNTY is 
W pointing the way to the rest 

of New York in the way of de- 
veloping an institution herd. This 
county has established a very fine 
herd of pure bred Holstein-Friesian 
cattle in connection with the county 
almshouse, county hospital (Grass- 
lands) and the county penitentiary. 
It thus becomes the first county insti- 
tution in New York State to firmly es- 
tablish a pure bred herd. 

The transition from _ grades. to 
pure breds has not been completed 
entirely as the institution has had a 
very excellent herd of grade Hol- 
steins. However, it has been found

that in order to secure a herd of 
clean cattle the pure bred basis must 
be used and the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare of Westchester County 
has already purchased and bred in 
five years 72 head of excellent type 
pure bred Holsteins. 

Charles Evans, a native of New 
York, who has had a wide experience 
in managing large dairy herds both 
in New York and Michigan, came to 
Westchester County Farms five years 
ago and three years ago began Cchang- 
ing over from grades to purebred’, 
The average production now for the 
72 head, which includes of course a 
reasonably large proportion of heif- 
ers, dry cows, etc., is right at- 10,000 
lbs.—an excellent showing for an in-

stitution herd of this size. 35,000 
quarts of milk are produced at the 
farm each month and turned the 
commissaries of the almshouse, hos- 
pital and penitentiary at a cost slight- 
ly below what these _ institutions 
would have to pay for Grade B milk. 

he milk produced under Mr. Evans’ 
supervision is Grade A milk and of 
plus quality. 

Out at the farm they have built a 
100-cow milking barn and a splendid 
dairy room, the whole institution be- 
ing good enough to furnish certified 
milk with few changes in operation. 


The barn is equipped throughout with ° 


equipment, the walls be- 
ing “finished in sanitary washable 
enamel with water bowls and con- 
crete mangers adding to the comfort 
of the bovine inhabitants. 

De Laval milking machines are 
vsed. Mr. Evans tells us that this 
recms rather necessary because of 
the changing personnel in the dairy 
barn. 

Work on the 900-acre farm is done 
by prison labor, able bodied men from 
the prison being allowed to work out 
cf doors. Men work in gangs with

a civil service farm guard in charge 
of each group. 

This institution is unique in sever- 
al ways, particularly in that it has an 
honor system, applying to practically 
every inmate of the penitentiary. The 
honor system is operated by the pris- 
oners themselves and is the only one 
so operated in the United States. 
The prisoners elect a welfare board 
and furnish their own monitors, 
judges for trials, prosecuting and de- 
fending attorneys and the entire 
machinery for self-government. Th3 
institution provides for short term 
prisoners from Westchester County 
and from other counties, also short 
time Federal prisoners from the 
southern department of the United 
States District Court. 


It is an interesting fact that the 
Westchester County Farms are made 
up of tracts of land secured from the 
Bonner and Alexander Cockrane es- 
tates. These were, as is well known, 
formerly horse breeding establish- 
ments, the Bonner Farm having bred 
the famous Maud S and Dexter. In 
fact the penitentiary on the farms is

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A Story of Two Connecticut Boys and 
Their Achievement

ford, Connecticut, learned that 

he had failed to make the Jun- 
ior Dairy Judging Team in 1924, he 
said, “I have been working for this 
team for three years and have four 
years more in which to make it. If 
hard work will do it, I will make the 
State Judging Team before I am too 
old for Junior work.” George’s de- 
termination to win brought him 
through in 1925 and he was one of 
the three boys competing in the Boys’ 
and Girls’ Clubs Dairy Judging Con- 
test at Indianapolis. 

When George first joined the Junior 
Dairy Club, in 1922, he kept records 
on the herd of cows which his father 
then owned, for two years, and found 
that the average production was ap- 
proximately 6,000 lbs. a year. In June, 
1924, he attended the Fred Field Dis- 
persal Sale at Brockton, Massachu- 
setts, and purchased the pure bred 
heifer, Dutchland Konigen Rag Apple 
Queen, 695575. The heifer freshened 
a few days after and made more than 
10,000 lbs. of milk, with her first calf 
at twice-a-day milking. 


When this pure bred heifer was 
brought on the place she was the only 
animal in the herd which had been 
tested for tuberculosis; so she was 
kept in an unused poultry house so as 
to keep her disease-free. After she 
had milked for several months, Mr. 
Wood decided that it would be profit- 
able to have an entire herd of pure- 
breds so he sold his herd of grades, 
thoroughly cleaned his premises and 
began to put in tuberculin tested pure 
bred Holstein cows as they could be 
bought to advantage. He now has 
an accredited herd and has never lost 
an animal through the tuberculin test. 


Mr. Wood has become interested in 
record keeping through George’s work 
and the two of them have weighed 
every milking from all of the pure 
bred cows since they have been pur- 
chased. The average production for 
1925 was 10,190 lbs. Mr. Wood was 
quite active in the formation of a cow 
test association. 

George now has a bred heifer which 
is going to calve soon in addition to 
his cow and he sold the last calf, 
which was a bull, for $50. He has kept 
complete feed cost accounts on his 
animals and the returns have paid not 
only for the original purchase price, 
but for all feed used; so that he is in 
a fair way toward the development of 
a herd. 


W ‘ore, George Wood of Water- 


Mr. Wood states that he does not 
think he would now be in dairying if 
George had not showed him that good 
cows, well cared for, could be milked 
at a profit. He had sold off much of 
his farm land for building lots and 
with the kind of cows that he was 
milking three years ago, his milk 
sales would have been too small to 
justify the continuance of the dairy. 
George, through his Club Work, was 
responsible for bringing in the first 
registered cow, the first tested animal, 
for keeping the first milk records. 
the first feed records and for the 
starting of the herd in Cow Test As- 
sociation work. 





Arnold Manning first became a 
member of the New London County 
Junior Dairy Club and attended Junior 
Week, C. A. C. in 1923. His father 
was then milking six or seven cows 
and getting only ordinary production 
from them. He had never kept milk 
records nor fed his good cows enough 


‘to give them a chance to produce to 


capacity. 

At the short course Arnold first 
learned of the value of milk records 
and feeding according to production. 
He was then only 13 years old but 
when he suggested to his father, Mr. 
Reuben Manning, that he be allowed 
to try some of the suggetstions he had 
heard, his father ‘encouraged him te 
go ahead. A three-year-old pure bred 
Holstein heifer, Florence Veeman Co- 
lantha De Kol, freshened soon after 
Arnold got home from the college. 
She made 14,086 lbs. of milk and 
dropped another calf in a day or two 
more than eleven months. As a four- 
year-old she milked 17,831.6 lbs. in 
365 days, making a total of 31,917.6 
lbs. of milk and two living calves in 
23 months. She averaged to return 
approximately $35.00 per month above 
feed costs in value of milk during this 
time. Arnold’s ten-year-old brother 
milked her for more than half of the 
second year. She was milked twice 
a day with the rest of the herd and 
had no feed and care other than that 
given to the other cows in the barn. 
She milked up to 55 lbs. a day as a 
three-year-old and 70 Ibs. as a four- 
year-old. 

Eveline Soldene Johanna, a five- 
year-old pure bred Holstein, milked 
4,944.2 lbs. in 70 days beginning June 
1, 1925. She had to be milked three 
times a day because her udder would 
not hold the milk otherwise. Arnold 


predicted a production of more than 
20,000 lbs. from this cow with twice. 
a-day milking after the first 90 days. 
Individual butterfat tests have not 
been made on either Eveline or Flor. 
ence but the herd test averages from 
3.4% to 3.6% and since most of the 
cOws are pure bred Holsteins it is not 
believed that the two heaviest milk- 
ers can test much, if any, below the 
average for the breed. 


Arnold also kept records on the en- 
tire herd and soon was feeding all of 
the cows according to production. 
Some responded remarkably well 
while two or three others were culled 
because of unsatisfactory production. 
The average production from August 
1, 1923 to July 31, 1924, was 11,086 Ibs. 
and for the next twelve months was 
11,286.7 lbs. per cow. The herd aver- 
aged between six and seven cows for 
the first year and ten for the second 
year. Arnold and his. ten-year-old 
brother did most of the feeding and 
milking during much of the second 
year. 

Mr. Manning has no silo though one 
is planned for 1926. Mixed hay, pas- 
ture and Hastern States Milkmore 
Dairy Ration were fed the first year 
while wet beet pulp was added the 
second winter. The milking cows get 
approximately 1 lb. of grain for four 
lbs. of milk while the dry cows re- 
ceive just enough to keep them in 
good condition. 

Since Arnold began his Junior Dairy 
Club work Mr. Manning has had his 
herd tested for tuberculosis and has 
joined a cow test association. He has 
also remodeled his barn and plans on 
seeding clover and alfalfa for hay as 
fast as is practicable. He attributes 
both the development of his herd into 
a high yielding and profitable one and 
his progress toward further improve- 
ment to Arnold’s dairy club work. 


Arnold is enrolled in the agricul- 
tural course at the Windham High 
School at Willimantic. He goes six 
miles each way to school daily and 
makes good grades in his classes but 
still finds time to help milk, feed and 
care for the cows and also owns and 
cares for a bunch of hens. His plans 
for the future include the course in 
dairy husbandry at the Connecticut 
Agricultural College and the further 
development of the herd of pure bred 
Holsteins on the home farm.

erected in the center of the old Bon- 
ner race track, famous in days gone 
by. The well beloved horse, Maud S 
is buried on the farm near the pres- 
ent site of the penitentiary. 

The farms are fairly close to New 
York, being 23 miles north on the 
Harlem Division of the New York 
Central. 

Charles Evans, who is a native of 
Morrisville, N. Y., is farm superin- 
tendent and 2d deputy warden, War- 
ren McClellan being warden of the 
institution. The steward is M. J. 
Lunt, a brother-in-law of M. J. Norton, 
Vice-President of the Carnation Milk 
Company and well known to Holstein 
brecders throughout the United 
States. 

Mr. Evans has decided ideas about 
the way in which to build up a pure 
bred herd. While he should like to 
grow into the business he has been 
compelled to buy his dairy cows in 
milk in order to keep up the milk 
supply necessary for the institution. 
He purchases through the public sale 
rather than at private sale and ex- 
perience has demonstrated to his 
satisfaction that he can buy more 
cheaply and with greater satisfaction 
in the public sale than he can at pri- 
vate treaty. He has accordingly pat- 
ronized leading sales of New York 
State for the past two or three years. 
His purchases at the recent Earlville 
Sale were a big factor in making that 
a success. 

Mr. Evans is using a son of the 
Morrisville Schoo! herd sire, Morris- 
ville King Segis Alcartra sired by King 
Korndyke Sylvia Segis and out of & 
29-lb. cow. His present junior sire 
is a good looking youngster, bred by 
C. F. Bigler of Liverpocl, well backed 
by records on both sides. 

Mr. Evans in developing the West- 
chester County herd has enjoyed the 
active support of Mr. Lunt, the ste- 
ward, and Mr. McClellan, the warden, 
and the recommendations of these 
men have been accepted by the Board 
of Supervisors of the county. The 


county herd furnishes a striking ex- 
ample of the Holstein as an institu- 
tion cow. It is fast becoming one of 
the finest herds in the eastern section 
of New York State and as Mr. Evans 
is planning to begin semi-official test- 
ing with the fall season it will doubt- 
less be heard from. He has a large 
number of splendid prospects, a very 
few with records but all apparently 
capable of establishing production fig- 
ures of satisfactory proportions.

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Three Daughters of Avon Pontiac Echo at 
Carnation Milk Farms Producing 300 


Pounds of Milk Daily 


What a herd sire can do to swell 
the production of a herd is being 
rather sensationally demonstrated at 
Carnation Milk Farms these days, 
where three of the twenty-two daugh- 
ters of Avon Pontiac. Echo all hap 
pen to be on year test. These three 
young Avon daughters (a five-year- 
old and two four-year-olds) are pro- 
ducing in a way which has attracted 
the attention of all breeders in this 
vicinity. 

The probability that the first one 
would break the world’s record for 
her age has been eclipsed by the fact 
that the second one is quite as ex- 
traordinary, while the third one is 
now admitted to be superior to either 
of the others. 


The first of these is Avon Echo 
Daisy 670856, born April 9, 1921, and 
freshening November 2, 1925. Her 
calf was a bull sired by Burton Har- 
tog De Kol Ormsby which sold to 
Heizo Shionya at the recent National 
Sale for $1.000. 


It will be noted from the dates 
given that this heifer freshened as 
a senior four-year-old. and that she 
has been milking somewhat more 
than seven months, so her average 
production of over 90 pounds a day 
is even more remarkable. To date 
she has produced nearly 20,000 
pounds of milk with five months yet 
to go, and she is milking steadily. 

The second daughter of Avon men- 
tioned is Avon Echo Viola. She was 
born April 5, 1921, and freshened 
February 15th, 1926, as a senior four- 
year-old. She had a bull calf sired 
by Sir Inka May. The calf is still 
owned by the Carnation Milk Farms, 
but Viola was offered for sale at 
Clark’s Holstein Classic and sold to 
E. P. Johnson of Elgin, Illinois, for 
$1650. Up to. during and following 
the sale, “Viola” continued persistent- 
ly over 100 nounds a day. She was 
returned to the Carnation Milk Farms 
to be bred to North Star Joe Home- 
stead and to finish her year record, 
and she has produced 10,700 pounds 
of milk in the first third of her year, 
averaging approximately 90 pounds a 
day to date. 

But if the two daughters of Avon 
mentioned above deserve the atten- 
tion they have attracted, the third 
one fully deserves the_ spotlight 
which the neighbors of Carnation 
Farms are daily turning upon her. 

This remarkable producer has, as 
a matter of fact, been in the public 
eye since she first freshened as a 
two-year-old. She is Carnation Echo 
Aneta, and being the only daughter 
of Avon from a 1,000-lb. daughter of 
King Segis 10th there was consider- 
able speculating going on before her 
first freshening as a two-year-old. 

Carnation Echo Aneta was born 
February 15, 1921. and made a rec- 
ord of 23.22 pounds of butter in 7 
days as a two-year-old. As a matter 
of fact she made this record in five 
days, for on the fifth day she ate 
some poisonous substance which al- 
most killed her. On the sixth and 
seventh days of her test she scarce- 


ly produced any milk, and she was 
dropped from test. For days and 
weeks she stood rigidly in her box- 
stall staring at nothing, and just as 
those attending her declared her 
condition hopeless, she relaxed, lay 
down and gradually recovered. Hav- 
ing dropped to nothing in production 
no more thought was given her at the 
time as a producer. To the surprise 
of all, however, she presently began 
to produce and to gain in production, 
until she reached 56 pounds of milk 
daily on twice-a-day milking. The 
fact that she continued producing not 
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less than 50 pounds of milk daily as 
a two-year-old almost up to the time 
of her next freshening was the re- 
markable feature, however, that at- 
tracted the greatest attention. 
Milking so long, producing so heay- 
ily and having so little rest before 
freshening, it was decided to give 
her a complete rest during her next 
producing period. Consequently she 
was turned out into pasture early in 
the year where she remained (with 
the exception of the two times daily 
when she came into the barn to be 
milked) for the entire season up un- 
til the extreme cold weather began. 
It was apparent from the start, 
however, that Aneta was a born pro- 
ducer. In spite of having no grain 
or supplementary feed to speak of up 
to the time she came into the barn 
last fall she produced 19,800 pounds

and 5 of Her Daughters

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of milk on twice-a-day milking as a 
four-year-old. It is doubtful if any 
dairy cow has equalled this produc- 
tion under the same conditions. 


This spring she was fitted for test 
and she freshened April 8th with a 
bull calf sired by Prospector. She 
climbed up over the hundred-pound 
mark soon after freshening and is 
still well over that mark, producing 
102 to 109 pounds of milk every day, 
though she has been on test over two 
months. She shows no indications of 
falling lower than this, and in fact 
seems quite likely to show a greater 
day’s production nearly any time now 
than yet appears on her program. 

These facts are brought out to 
show how even if there were but 
these three daughters of the Avon 
bull, and even if we leave their 
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calves out of consideration, the ac- 
tual value of the milk produced in 
a single year would make such a bull 
investment worth while. 

As a matter of record, however, 
these three daughters of Avon Pon- 
tiac Echo are rather typical of what 
has come to be expected of his 
daughters. These daughters have 
not had a great deal of chance on 
year test, but every one which has 
had a chance to date has made good, 
the last three tested all producing 
over 1,100 pounds, and his entire 
group (largely under three years of 
age when tested) average nearly 900 
pounds. 

Avon Pontiac Echo has been dead 
for some time, therefore it is of par-

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Cow Testing Association Notes 





The Allegheny County, Pennsyl- 
vania, C. T. A., now in its second year 
of work, with L. M. Stark as tester, 
tested 435 cows in 25 herds during 
April. Ninety-four cows produced 
above 40 lbs. fat, with thirty-five over 
50 lbs., while 114 cows produced over 
1,000 lbs. milk and 67 over 1,200 Ibs. 
High honors for fat production were 
taken by two Guernseys owned by 
Fairacres Farms, but Promise, a pure 
bred Holstein owned by A. B. Craig, 
took high honors for milk production 
and her fat production ranked third 
high. Her figures were 79.95 lbs. fat, 
2,757 lbs. milk. The Craig herd of 
nine pure bred Holsteins was high for 
both milk and fat averages with 1,- 
437 lbs. milk and 47.21 lbs. fat. The 
Craig herd also ied the association 
for net profit, the nine Holsteins re- 
turning a profit above cost of feed of 
$23.47 per head. A herd of Holsteins 
and Guernseys returned a net profit 
of $17.40 per head and the Fairacres 
Guernsey herd returned $17.33 per 
head. 





Holsteins gained their usual 
monoply of high honors in the Beadle 
County, South Dakota, Cow Testing 
Association. Twenty-four herds were 
tested during April by Tester James 
I. Jensen, eight producing an average 
above 25 lbs. fat. Forty-three cows 
in these herds produced above 40 lbs. 
fat and eighty-six cows above 1,000 
lbs. milk. The eight herds averaging 
above 25 lbs. fat were all Holstein 
herds with the one exception of a 
Holstein and Shorthorn herd in 
eighth place. G. Hintermiester’s herd 
of twelve Holsteins leads with ‘an 
average of 1,088.4 lbs. milk, 37.84 Ibs. 
fat, F. B. Hebron with a herd of like 
number coming next with the second 
high average for fat and leading for 
milk with 35.69 lbs. fat, 1,164.2 Ibs. 
milk. Thad Oviatt with a pure bred 
Holstein heads the list for individual 
production for both milk and fat, her 
figures being 74.04 lbs. fat, 2,001 lbs. 
milk. The list of twenty-one high 
cows is all black and white with six 
exceptions. Several cows and bulls 
were sent to the block during the 
month. 





California tested during April a 
total of 30,044 cows. of which 6,510 
were above the 40-lb. mark for fat 
production. The largest number of 
40-lb. cows were found in the Los 
Angeles Association in which prac- 
tically one-third or 2,173 cows pro- 
duced above this figure. Most of the 
associations are led by pure bred or 
grade Holsteins, a member of the 
Toteco Dairy leading with a produc- 
tion of 125.4 Ibs. fat, 1,956 Ibs. milk. 
The high cow for milk is owned by 
J. A. Pelanda with 2,193 lbs. to her 
credit. About 300 cows were culled 
from California’s herds during the 
month and sent to the block. Several 
pure bred bulls were reported pur- 
chased and associations reported new 
members and herd improvements. 





A total of 442 cows were tested in 


the Ellisburg Improvement Associa- 
tion of New York during April. Tester 
Nohle reports sixteen boarders dis- 
posed of during the month, with two 
new members and two members dis- 
continuing work (one because his 
cows were returning practically 
nothing above cost of feed and he 
didn’t like to see it on paper.) The 
high herd was owned by E. E. East- 
man, eighten Holsteins averaging 35.5 
Ibs. fat, 959 lbs. miik. As usual in 
this association, a Jersey in the herd 
of F. M. Collins leads for fat produc- 
tion, with 63.2 Ibs. 





Eight active associations operating 
in Idaho during April reported 3,195 
cows tested in 291 herds. The aver- 
age production was 771.1 lbs. milk, 
39.3 lbs. fat. A total of 560 cows 
produced above the 40-lb. fat mark 
and thirty-three cows were sent to 
the butcher as unprofitable. Idaho 
has discontinued the practice of re- 
porting the high individual produc- 
tion and so we are unable to give 
anything but the high herd averages. 
For herds above fifteen cows, the 
Holstein herd of L. J. Tinckinck, of 
Twin Falls, leads with an average for 
22 cows of 46:3 lbs. fat, 1,193.5 lbs. 
milk. For herds between five and 
fifteen head, the honor of high aver- 
age goes to a Guernsey herd by a 
fraction of a pound, the figures being 
48.5 lbs. fat, while the herd of four- 
teen Holsteins owned by J. R. Long, 
of Buhl, was a close second with 48 
lbs. fat, 1,410.2 Ibs. milk. For herds 
under five head, C. H. Linsenmann, 
of Victor, with four purebred Hol- 
steins is high with an average pro- 
duction of 51.9 Ibs. fat, 1,772 lbs. milk. 
Here again a fraction of a pound is 
all that determines first and second 
places for the Holstein herd of five 
owned by R. M. Whittier, of Declo, 
averages 51.6 lbs. fat. Testers in the 
various associations of Idaho report 
improvements in the dairy barn, in 
the ration and progress in culling. 





Illinois reports two cows above 108 
lbs. fat during the month with eigh- 


teen of the twenty-seven associations . 


reporting being led by pure bred or 
grade Holsteins. Five Jerseys and 
four Guernseys broke into the list as 
association leaders. The first seven 
places are held by black and whites, 
headed by a grade Holstein in the 
herd of William Sipp, of the Peoria 
Association, who produced during 
April 109.4 lbs. fat, 2,880 lbs. milk. 
Coldspring Farm, of the Lake Asso- 
ciation, owned the second high cow, 
a pure bred Holstein, whose figures 
were 108.7 lbs. fat, 2,415 lbs. milk. 
Rock River Farms were in third place 
with a pure bred Holstein who pro- 
duced 98.1 Ibs. fat, 1,887 lbs. milk. In 
the high herd competition, fourteen 
of the twenty-seven associations were 
led by Holstein herds, five by Jerseys, 
three by Guernseys, three by mixed 
herds and two by Brown Swiss herds. 
The Holstein herd of fifteen head 
owned by Francis Stabenow, of the 
Stephenson Association, heads the 
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list with an average of 52.8 Ibs. fat 
1,650 Ibs. milk, this honor being 
closely contended for by the Cold, 
spring Farm whose herd of ten pure 
bred Holsteins averaged 52.7 Ibs. fat 
1,450 Ibs. milk. The ten high cows in 
the State for April were all Ho). 
steins, eight being purebred and the 
productions ranging from 109.4 Ibs, to 
80.3 lbs. fat. Rock River Farms owneg 
three on this list, and William Sipp 
Coldspring Farm, Wray Brothers, H. 
C. Klett, Anton De Graff, Francis 
Stabenow and Wm. McCullon & Goog- 
enough one each. Five of the high 
herds in the state were purebred or 
grade Holsteins, three were Jerseys 
and one each were Guernsey and 
Brown Swiss. 





We have received a report of the 
Illinois 500-lb. Cow Club for the first 
four months of 1926. Eighty-seven 
cows are listed with productions above 
200 Ibs. fat, with all but twenty being 
black and white, either pure bred or 
grade. The first seven places are held 
by Holsteins, the leader being a pure 
bred in the herd of W. R. Angle whose 
figures for the first four months are 
343.8 lbs. fat, 9,788 lbs. milk. W. RF. 
Sipp’s grade Holstein is in second 
place with 321.3 lbs. fat, 7,611 Ibs. 
milk, and Adam Pancake is third, his 
pure bred Holstein producing 302.2 
Ibs. fat, 6,853 lbs. milk. Rock River 
Farms have fourth place with a pro- 
duction for a member of their herd of 
300.4 lbs. fat, 7,905 Ibs. milk. The 
high production for Guernseys is 265 
Ibs. fat, 5,255 lbs. milk in eighth place, 
the first Shorthorn appearing in forty- 
fifth place with 227.4 lbs. fat, 4,936 Ibs. 
milk and the first Jersey in fiftieth 
place with 225.6 lbs. fat, 4,382 Ibs. 
milk. The progress of this Club is 
being watched with great interest. 





Hollywood Segis Jewel Fayne, own- 
ed by Hollywood Farms, Hollywood, 
Wash., was high cow for both milk and 
fat for the month of April, in the King 
County (Wash.) C. T. A. Her produc- 
tion was 85.3 lbs. fat, 3,277 Ibs. milk. 
This purebred Holstein was the only 
cow in the association to produce 100 
Ibs. milk in a day. This association 
has 745 cows, a large per cent being 
pure bred and grade Holsteins. A 
Holstein herd was high for the month 
with an average of 52.5 lbs. fat. Dur- 
ing the month, the entire association 
averaged 37.8 lbs. fat, 1.013.9 lbs. milk. 
This production is the highest for any 
one month in the history of the asso- 
ciation. Harold Dempsey is tester. 





Iowa reports that during April, a 
total of 21,276 cows, of which 2,387 
were dry, were tested in the sixty- 
six associations operating. Of this 
number, 2,223 produced above the 40-lb. 
fat mark, 729 above 50 Ibs. Twenty- 
six bulls were purchased during the 
month and 162 cows, while 268 were 
culled and sold for beef and 217 sold 
for dairy purposes. The high cow was 
owned by J. B. Bauer, of the O’Brien 


Ass’n. She is a grade Holstein and. 


produced 97.2 Ibs. fat, 2,430 Ibs. milk. 
The Iowa So'diers Home had a grade 
Holstein in second place with 93.4 
Ibs. fat, 2,076 lbs. milk, while a pure- 
bred Holstein member of the herd at 
the Woodward State Hospital was 
third high with 91.3 Ibs. fat, 2,772 lbs. 


milk. Holsteins led the majority of 
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the associations. The first three high 
herds are al pure bred Holstein herds. 
Floyd Gilley has the honor of bringing 
out the leader, his herd of eleven milk- 
ing cows averaging 55.4 Ibs fat, 1,564 
Ibs. milk. Thos. Hanson is next, his 
herd of fifteen averaging 50 6 lbs. fat, 
1,520 lbs. milk and the herd of eleven 
owned by Henry Schlichting is third 
with 48.1 lbs. fat, 1,240 lbs. milk. Hol- 
stein herds lead most of the associa- 
tions, also. 





Minnesota has more associations op- 
erating in April than in any other 
month during 1926, there being 90 ac- 
tive associations. Eighty-four reports 
were received in time to include with 
the monthly news letter and in these 
a total of 32,056 cows were tested, with 
4,282 producing above the 40-lb. mark 
and 1,304 herds averaging above 25 
Ibs. fat. The high herd was brought 
out by H. A. Ditley, of the South Da- 
kota Association. This herd of nine 
grade Holsteins averaged 56.5 lbs. fat. 
1,322 Ibs. milk. 





The April report from Missouri 
sends out an S. O. S. for testers. They 
state that they have more associa- 
tions than testers and are holding 
back new associations for lact of test- 
ers. They would appreciate any as- 
sistance in getting good new testers. 
This is a Jersey stronghold, but we 
find Holstein herds breaking into six 
places, Jerseys nine, Guernseys two 
and one mixed herd. The high Hol- 
stein herd is in third place, with an 
average of 44 lbs. fat, 1.179 lbs. milk 
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for twelve head. This herd is owned 
by E. A. Williams. The Harrison 
County C. T. A. has reorganized with 
Paul Grant as tester. Mr. Grant is a 
former student in the Missouri Agri- 
cultural College. Missouri now has 
twenty C. T. A.’s. The Lawrence 
County C. T. A. has set a record for 
number of members not only for Mis- 
souri but for the Southwest—it boasts 
eighty members and has three testers 
working overtime to keep it up. 





Nine South Dakota C. T. A.s re- 
ported 2,828 cows tested in 218 herds 
during April. The average for the en- 
tire state was 619.4 lbs. milk, 22.86 
Ibs. fat, with 253 producing above the 
40-lb. mark. Thirty-four unprofitable 
cows were sent to the block. Late pas- 
tures and general shortage of feed 
brought about a decline in the aver- 
age production during April. The 
Penitentiary herd in the Sioux Falls 
C. T. A. had the high herd, twenty- 
one pure bred Holsteins averaging 
42.59 Ibs. fat, 1,210.2 lbs. milk. Croth- 
ers & Son, of the E. Kingsbury C. T. 
A., had the second high herd, twelve 
pure bred Holsteins averaging 41.43 
Ibs. fat, 1,090.4 lbs. milk. All but 
three of the associations were led by 
Holstein herds. The high individual 
producer was a pure bred Holstein in 
the Crothers herd. Her production 
was 92.01 lbs. fat, 1,917 lbs. milk. The 
high cow for milk was owned by F. 
M. Brown and her figures were 2,463 
Ibs. milk, 86.22 lbs. fat, the fat pro- 
duction being third high. All but two 
associations were led by Holsteins. 
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LABORATORY TESTS TELL WHEN 
TO CUT CROPS FOR SILAGE 


Almost any forage crop has all the 
chemical requirements to make a 
good silage. The only requirement, 
therefore, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, for a palat- 
able forage crop to make succulent 
silage is that it be cut when the 
moisture content is right. If cut 
when the moisture content is too high 
the silage will be waterlogged or the 
soluble feed materials will be lost by 
drainage. If the moisture content is 
too low and water is not added, the 
silage will not be succculent and will 
not pack well enough to prevent the 
inflow of air and the growth of molds. 


This general conclusion is the re- 
sult of experiments conducted in the 
laboratory by chemists of the Bureau 
of Dairying in which corn, sunflow- 
ers and Sudan grass, all cut at va- 
rious periods of growth, were ensiled 
in tubs two feet in diameter and four 
feet deep. The investigations in- 
cluded a study of the chemical com- 
position, keeping quality, changes 
during fermentation. and losses in 
feed materials while in the laboratory 
silos. 

Corn for the test was cut at four 
different stages of maturity—(1) 
when 20 per cent of the ears were 
in the dough stage and 80 per cent 
in the milk stage; (2) when 40 per 
cent were in dough and 60 per cent 
in milk; (3) when 60 per cent were 
in dough and 40 per cent in milk; 
and (4) when 80 per cent were in

yards administration of the department of agriculture, 
but then director of the extension division at the Utah 
Agricultural college, used the individual imported by Mr.

valley are the milk condensaries. Entrance of these 
plants gave impetus to the industry by providing a de- 
pendable outlet. The pioneers were not long in finding 
the region extremely adaptable to the Holstein cow and 
with feed costs reasonably low they looked toward the 
future with the brightest feeling. At present the Cache 
county condensary is taking approximately 160,000 pounds 
of milk a day and during the months of May and June, 
when production is heaviest, this volume is expected to 
increase to 200,000 pounds daily. 

Three judges were required to pass on all the entries 
in the various classes. Professors George B. Caine and 
Kenneth Ikeler of the Utah Agricultural college passed 
upon the purebred division, while Gilbert Thatcher, for- 
mer secretary of the Utah Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, judged the grade types. Comment was most pro- 
nounced and favorable when the young classes were 
brought before the judges. The judges found it difficult 
to place the ribbons in the junior bull and heifer classes. 
This means but one thing: the breeders are paying more 
attention each year to herd expansion from home devel- 
oped and bred stock. Cache valley has, of course, gone 
into the older dairy regions from time to time to make 
purchases but those purchases were mostly confined to

superior animals that had something to contribute toward 
advancement at home. 

A special division was provided for the grade cows. 
These females, though not of the aristocratic lineage, nev- 
ertheless are big factors in the dairy industry from 4 
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commercial standpoint. A division also was provided for 
the cows from cow testing associations. Thus it was ap- 
parent that the Cache valley breeders forgot no part of 
their industry. It should be observed at this point that 
Cache county has a greater percentage of cows in cow 
testing associations than any other county in the United 
States and Utah dairymen believe this record a signifi- 
cant one. The percentage in Utah is 13 per cent, while 
it is said the nearest rival, a Wisconsin county, has but 
10 per cent. ‘ 

Space precludes giving the complete list of awards 
put it should be observed that every ribbon placed meant 
something, for ribbons did not ge begging. The senior 
champion bull and grand champion sire of the show was 
exhibited by Nelson & Schank of College Ward. This 
pull, “Paul Calamity Segis”, was second in his class at 
the Pacific International at Portland last fall. “Hazel- 
wood Johanna Segis”, exhibited by John T. Quale of 
Logan as a senior calf, was made junior champion of the 
show. This individual was also first and junior cham- 
pion at the Inter-mountain Livestock show at Salt Lake 
in March and placed second in his class at the Ogden 
Livestock show in January. 

The aged cow, “Ollie Netherland Segis”, exhibited by 
H. P. Anderson of Hyrum, was senior champion and grand

champion female of the show. “De Kol Canary Ormsby 
Fobes”, exhibited by Meikle Brothers, Smithfield, was 
judged junior champion heifer. 

Dairymen of Utah, whether interested first in production 
and second in the show ring, or vice versa, never were 
in a better frame of mind. For several years the spons- 
ors of livestock shows in the Inter-mountain region have 
been bringing in the best Holstein judges of America to 
pass upon the animals developed in this territory. W. S. 
Moscrip, Axel Hansen, Bob Hager, J. B. Fitch and F. W. 
Atkeson, all names known to dairy breeders everywhere, 
are names picked from among the list of judges. These 
men have told intermountain breeders their start is a 
commendable one and that they are destined to go far. 

Cache valley is proving to be one of the most enter- 
prising diary districts in the state. The development ev- 
ident today has been careful and Utah breeders have not 
been guilty of speaking out loud until they were certain 
of themselves for fear they might be out of their turn. 
The days of pioneering are over and a visitor to the 
Richmond Black and White day where Cache valley’s 
best in the dairy line is shown, can not but be impressed 
by the magnitude of it all and the spirit of the men doing 
the building.

A total of 660 cows were tested 
during the past year in the Racine 
County Central Wis. Cow Testing 
Association with 363 cows complet- 
ing a full year’s work. The average 
number of cows was 516 with an as- 
sociation average of 8,600 lbs. milk 
and 306.6 Ibs. fat. There were 91 
register of production cows averag- 
ing 417.1 lbs. fat while the remaining 
425 cow years represent an average 
of 280.4 lbs. fat per cow year. There 
were 214 cows that produced over 
300 lbs. fat per cow, 44 over 400 Ibs. 
fat per cow and eight produced over 
500 lbs. fat per cow. To further 
prove the great variation in the pro- 
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duction of different cows we can 
state that the thirteen (13) best pro- 
ducers made more fat than _ the 
thirty (30) cows in the two lowest 
producing herds. These’ thirteen 
cows produced more, by 118.5 lbs. fat, 
than one-half the total of the 54 
cows in the three lowest producing 
herds. Nine of these thirteen Cows 
were found in our high herd. 

There were eleven register of 
merit herds. The high herd and 
high cow were found at the South- 
ern Wisconsin Colony and Training 
School, Union Grove, Wis. The aver- 
age of the 34 purebred Holstein cows 
was 12,444 Ibs. milk and 420.5 Ibs. 
fat. The feed cost of producing the 
milk at this State Institution herd 
was $1.23 per cwt. which is 1 cent 
less than the feed cost of producing

They 
are planning to reduce the feed cost 
of producing milk by growing a goog 
quality clover and alfalfa hay fop 
the cows instead of the poor quality 
mixed hay which was fed the past 
year. This handicap was overcome 
by feeding the dry cows liberally ag 
well as those in milk and by milking 
three times daily. In fact, the plans 
to establish a good herd at this ingtj. 
tution were started almost two years 
ago. By culling out poor producers, 
purchasing new cows, breeding the 
cows, and feeding the herd into goog 
condition, they have increased their 
herd average 89.6 lbs. fat per cow and 
their rank in the association from 
fourth to first place. 

Their high cow, an unregistered 
purebred Holstein, was also high in 
the .Racine County Association last 
year with 515.8 lbs. fat in ten months, 
This past year she produced 14,568 
Ibs. milk and 584 Ibs. fat. Giving 
her the twenty days due her previous 
to starting her ten-months’ record 
increases her total for the two years 
to 28,193 lbs. milk and 1,136.3 Ibs. fat. 
This is the highest two-year record in 
Racine County associations. This 
cow came from a herd in which all 
the cows were registered, but, 
through carelessness on the part of 
the management, it was impossible to 
state which cow was the dam of this 
cow and other calves born at that 
time. This cow is ten years old and 
has had splendid calves but the only 
one that we can trace to her and ap- 
preciate is her last heifer calf. This 
calf is sired by the Sir Bess Jewel 
Ormsby who is a 2,600-lb. son of 
Ss. P. O. M. 37th.

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DOES IT PAY TO TEST? 


Again and again one hears the 
question asked as to whether it pays 
to test or does it not? 

In looking over the list of the high- 
er cream checks paid by the Clark- 
field Creamery, it may be of interest 
to know that there are some very 
great comparisons to make between 
many of the herds as to their relative 
average value as good dairy herds. 
For this study we will take two of the 
higher ones. 

In one herd the average return per 
cow for a herd of twenty-five cows 
was $10.80 while in the other herd of 
only sixteen cOWS the average return 
was $15.00 per cow. The average feed 
cost per cow for the large herd was 
$7.40 for the month while the average 
feed cost for the smaller herd was 
$1.51 more per cow. Then figuring the 
difference between the averages of 
these two herds one finds that the 
smailer herd returned $2.69 net prof- 
it more per cow than did the larger 
herd despite the bit of an additional 
feed cost. This $2.69 when multiplied 
py ten, which is about the number of 
months that a good cow should be in 
milk, we get a total of $26.90 more 
profit per cow per year. Not so bad, 
is it? Who says no? 

This smaller herd has behind it one 
year of previous testing while the 
larger herd is on test for the first time 
this year. By having this previous 
testing to guide, the owner of the

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higher producing herd was able to 
more intelligently cull his herd of the 
lower producers and also the caives 
from these lower producers. He then 
raised only the calves from the higher 
producers which were sired by a good 
pure bred dairy bred buli and in turn 
bred these heifers to a good pure bred 
dairy bred buli of which he is a steady 
user and in which he is a staunch be- 
liever. He was in this way able to 
raise his herd’s average production, 
as according to the age-old law of 
breeding “like begets like, or the like- 
ness thereof.” 

As he also had actual evidence -as 
to the advisability of feeding a better 
ration more liberally he continued the 
practice. The better cows showed 
that it paid. Relative to the matter 
of feeds; both of these herds have 
corn silage and a legume hay as the 
foundation of their ration. The large 
herd was fed Sweet Clover hay while 
the smaller herd was fed Alfalfa hay. 
The grain ration fed was also prac- 
tically alike in both herds as to kind 
and amounts except that the smaller 
herd was fed Linseed Oilmeal while 
the larger herd was not. The fresh- 
ening periods in both herds were also 
quite much alike. 

Which of these herds are the most 
profitable? The answer is very easy. 
The smeller herd of better cows 
rather than the large? number of poor- 
er ones, of course. Not only from the 
viewpoint of the greater net aver- 
age return but also from the viewpoint 
of having less work to care for them, 
less feed cost per herd and usually a 
lesser investment on which to pay in- 
terest on, or if one is more fortunate, 
to charge interest to. 

This is the true purpose of a Cow 
Testing Association; to find the low 
producers and eliminate them from 
the herd as undesirable as they are 
unprofitable producers. The _ better 
cows are then to be given a better 
ration in more liberal amounts, plus 
better care and attention. This meth- 
od cannot help but to improve the 
herd.

to the nearest show and when we 
led them in the show ring in com- 
petition with professional show men 
we found we stood little or no chance 
of getting the coveted ribbon we 
thought we deserved. 

Today, it has become a business in 
itself and the man who does not care 
for and fit his cattle during all sea- 
sons of the year cannot hope to meet 
with success when he leads them out 
before the respective judges. 

With regard to the kind and quan- 
tities of feed: It depends entirely 
upon the individual animal. With the 
dairy cattle we do not need the rolls 
of fat and in many cases we have 
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to change the kind of hay or kinds 
of grain in order to keep the cattle 
smooth and thrifty. 

One of the things we are practic- 
ing at our place is kindness, also 
cleanliness. Whatever grain we feed 
is the best we can buy. The bunch 
of cattle we are showing today have 
had a mixture of oats, bran, oil meal, 
a very little hominy meal and 
molasses and beet pulp. At all times 
plenty of alfalfa hay is alternated 
with timothy and clover mixed. 

I do not believe it possible to feed 
any bunch of show cattle alike; some 
require much more grain than others, 
and we try to keep them hungry all 
the time. The molasses we _ feed 
makes them thirsty, drinking water 
in large quantities. We do not be- 
lieve there is any place in the world 
where a few pounds of fatness will 
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pays them to do so.

Suggestions from Mount Victoria 
Farms 

(Editor’s Note:—While Mount Vic. 
toria Farms at Hudson Heights, Que- 
bec, is one of the newer Holstein bree. 
ing ‘establishments, their show herd 
was signally successful last year and 
the showing it made at Ormstown last 
month warrants the prediction that it 
will be an extremely important factor in 
the show season that lies ahead of us, 
The following letter from J. E. Chand- 
ler, manager of this institution, out- 
lines some of the ideas which they feel 
contribute to their successful showing.) 

The fitting of cattle exhibited by 
Mount Victoria Farms is a matter of 
good sound common sense. We try 
to keep our cattle fit at all times so 
that preparing our exhibit is not a 
very special task. We are not be- 
lievers in animals carrying a load of 
flesh to win and are fully aware that 
this is not in accordance with the 
ideas of most present-day showmen, ° 
but we like to exhibit our black and 
whites as Holsteins and not as Short- 
horns. In spite of this fact, we do not 
intend to exhibit our cattle carrying 
an excess of flesh. We also refuse to 
“bag-up” our cows for the milking 
classes. We have got to think of the 
future of our cows and have enough 
confidence in the judges to know that 
they can tell a really good udder 
whether it is so full that the cow 
can hardly walk or whether it is 
empty. 

Good wholesome feed, plenty of 
fresh air and exercise are the three 
features of fitting for the shows, but 
we take extra special care to see 
that every animal we exhibit is thor- 
oughly halter broken and can pose 
and walk to the best advantage. This 
latter feature calls for a great deat 
of patience. In regard to the exhibit- 
ing of animals carrying too much 
flesh, we would like to mention Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst, our herd 
sire, whose record is sq well known. 
It has been said by a good many 
well-known judges that this famous 
bull looks better this year than ever. 
He shows more dairy qualities than 
at any time in his successful show 
career. Today he is carrying no 
extra flesh whatever. He is just in 
good shape and getting plenty of 
exercise, and breeders who saw him 
last fall at the National Dairy Show 
say that he looks 100% better.

blanketed with light cotton flannel 
blankets, to make the hair lay without 
any danger due to heavy blanketing of 
heat rash or hives which break out on 
cattle blanketed too heavily. Wong 
coarse timothy hay prefab:y a year 
or more old when fed to the show cat- 
tle, gives them more middle and has 
a slight binding effect and causes 
them to drink more water and fill out 
generally. 

While the feeding methods herein 
set forth are probably largely respon- 
sible for the success which this mod- 
erately priced herd of cattle has at- 
tained in the past four years, another 
important and not to be overlooked 
feature is the love and consideration 
for each individual animal in the herd 
which has constantly been instilled 
into the employes who take care of 
them.

INTERSTATE MOVEMENT oF 
DAIRY CATTLE SHOWS 
LARGE INCREASE 


A study of the interstate movement 
of cattle made by the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry, United States Depart. 
ment of Agriculture, for the Period 
July 1, 1925, to May 1, 1926, shows a 
large increase in the number of q 


cattle entering this movement com. ek 


pared with the corresponding periog 
a year ago. The records show an in. 
crease of approximately 28% and ip. | 
dicate also that the principal origin 
of these cattle is in seven States. The 
information is particularly important 
in connection with Federal regulations 
to prevent the spread of tuberculogig 
in livestock. Cattle moved interstate 
must have been previously tested for 
tuberculosis, or the test is applied by 
Federal inspectors or other authorizeq 


veterinarians, and a suitable certif. 7 


cate accompanies cattle which pasgg 
the test. 


The seven States which have con. 
tributed the largest number of cattle 
to the interstate movement are Wigs 
consin, Minnesota, Tennessee, Illinois, 
Texas, New York, and Mississippi, ¥ 
The numbers of dairy cattle shipped 


interstate during the 10 months’ pe = 


riod ended May 1, 1926, ranged from 4% 
about 55,000 from Wisconsin to ap ~ 
proximately 16,000 from Mississippi. 
The animals are believed to be used 
largely for the establishment and en 
largement of herds and also for re 
placing cows condemned because of 
tuberculosis. 


The general health condition of the 
animals, as shown by the reports, is 
considered satisfactory. During the 
10 months’ period 342,615 dairy and 
other cattle were tested for interstate 
movement with only 0.9% being class- 
ified as reactors. This means that 99 
cattle in every 100 were free from tu- 
berculosis; the reactors were denied 
permits to move interstate.

Livestock exposition at Portland. The 

new arrangement will be a stimulys 

to club work in this district; it wij 
extend much more widely the infly 
ence of the show; and it will relieve 
club workers of the burden of taking 
their charges more than half way 
across the continent. Manager O. M. 
Plummer of the Portland show, who 
is a member of the national commit- 
tee, probably had as much to do with 
effecting the change as anybody, and 
he of course is very much pleased with 
the new arrangement. Immediately 
upon receipt of word that it had been 
made, from Secretary G. R. Noble, 
he called a conference of western 
club workers at which were present 
Dr. S. B. Nelson, director of exten- 
sion in Washington; Thomas Buck- 
man, assistant director in Nevada; and 
H. C. Seymour, state club leader in 
Oregon; and the group outlined plans 
for the camp to be held this fall. As 
now proposed, all competition except 
that in the livestock judging contest 
will be on an inter-state or district 
basis, instead of personal, the judging 
contest to be run as heretofore except 
that undoubtedly more states will be 
represented. No exhibits in sewing, 
home-making and_ similar projects 
will be held, both because of lack of 
space and because of unsuitability of 
surroundings. Demonstrations in all 
projects will be encouraged, however, 
and it is hoped to have a club demon- 
stration of some sort in progress at 
the pavilion practically every hour of 
show week. The show management 
will continue to award prizes as here- 
tofore, and plans for entertainment of 
the visiting “clubbers” merely will be 
enlarged. H. C. Seymour will have 
charge of the camp, and with him 
was left the task of getting in shape 
for publication with the show catalog, 
rules for district contests which will 
be satisfactory to the several states 
competing. All principals at the May 
conference were pleased with the 
change and enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects for a district camp at Portland.

Through a contract offered this sea- 
son for the first time by the Port- 
jand Linseed Oil company, subsidiary 
of the American Linseed Oil company 
of Minneapolis, dairymen in Oregon 
who grow flaxseed for the concern 
not only are guaranteed a cash price 
of $2.52 per bushel f. o. b.
